The United States Department of Labor found itself forced to post¬ 
pone Otto Richter's deportation tc Germany in the face of the nation¬ 
wide protest which rose to demand that the 21-year-old anti-Nazi refu¬ 


gee be granted the right of asylum in this country. 

THE LABOR DEPARTMENT, HOWEVER, HAS INSISTED ON IMPRISONING RICHTER 
ON ELLIS ISLAND WHERE HIS LIFE IS IN CONSTANT DANGER AND HE CAN BE 
SHIPPED OFF TO GERMANY AT A MOMENT'S NOTICE, WITHOUT SUFFICIENT TIME; 
BEING ALLOWED FOR THOSE INTERESTED IN THE BOY'S YJELFARE TO TAKE ANY 
ACTION IN STOPPING HIS DEPORTATION.

of Labor Perkins demanding that Otto Richter be released from Ellis 
Island. 


ORDER OF DEPORTATION AGAINST WALTER SAUPE WITHDRAWN 


Walter Saupe, 19-year-old 
to Hitler Germany on the SS 
President Harding July 21, as 
originally scheduled.

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COUPLE IN CANADA HELD POP PS?PCBTAr:;’N TC GERMANY 

Frederick Waase and his wife, Ch&r.'.ovbe, who fled from a warrant 
for political arrest issued by the .Nasi officials because of their 
outspoken criticism of the Hitler regime, have been ordered deported 
to Germany by Canadian Immigration authorities on the ground that they 
might become "public charges". 

The Waawes fled to Canada in December, 1934* Both face persecu¬ 
tion if returned to Nazi Germany. The American Committee for Protec¬ 
tion of Foreign Born requests that letters and telegrams be sent imme¬ 
diately to the Canadien Consul in Washington, asking that the ^aases 
be granted the right of asylum and be allowed to remain in Canada. 

ARTHUR EVER T AND WIFE P ACE DEPO RTA TION TO GERMANY 

Arthur Ewert, former Communist member of the Reichstag and his 
wife, Elsie, have been ordered deported to Nazi Germany by the Brazil¬ 
ian authorities. 

The Ewerts, both writers of note, face certain death if returned 
to the terror from which they fled in Hitler Germany. 

The American Committee for Protection of Foreign Born requests 
that letters or telegrams be sent to the Brazilian Ambassador in Wash¬ 
ington demanding that the Ewerts not be sent back to Germany but be 
allowed to leave Brazil for any country of their choice.
